HAS UNIQUE SOLDIER'S BALLOT 


F. B. Fulmer of Stationary | 


Engineers’ Local No. 507, has in his 
possession a soldier’s absentee bal- 
lot from the state of New York, 
which was signed by his father, 
Jacob Fulmer, who was a member 
of Co. I, 146th regiment of the New | 
York volunteers in the year 1864 
when he was stationed at Peters- 
| burg, Va., at the time he filed his 
| affidavit and forwarded the ballot 


| to his father who in turn failed to}

In the envelope there were three 
tickets boosting the candidacy of | 
the soldiers’ union war ticket, one | 
for the state, one judiciary, and one | 
with the names of 33 electors sup- | 
porting Lincoln and Johnson.

This conclusion, described as} 
“highly conservative,” directly chal- 
lenged the findings of the bureau 


| of labor statistics that living costs 


have risen only 23.4 per cent in that 
period. 

In a 78&page mimeographed re- 
port to the presidential committee 
investigating the cost of living, 
AFL Secretary-Treasurer George 
Meany and R. J. Thomas of the 
CIO charged: 

“The BLS cost of living index is 
unreliable as a basis for wage ad- 
justments during the war period. 
Sole reliance upon it will result in 
continued serious injustice to wage 
earners and lower-salaried work- 
ers.” 

The little steel formula, present 
| government guide to wage-price ad- 
justments, is based on the theory 
that the cost of living increased 15 
per cent between January 1, 1941, 
and May, 1942. It, therefore, per- 
mits wage increases of 15 per cent 
over January 1, 1941, levels. If the 
cost of living report submitted by 
the labor members of the presi- 
dent’s committee is upheld, there 
will be ample and obvious justifica- 
tion for immediate revision of the 
formula. 

In their attack on the BLS index, 
Meany and Thomas declared that 
its failure to reflect accurately the 
real extent of the wartime increases 
in living costs is due to these fac- 
tors: 

1—It includes among its key 
items, those foods over which gov- 
ernment price control and subsidy 
programs have been concentrated. 
Thus, the price of sugar, which has 


been rigorously held down, becomes 
the guide for the category of sweets, | 
| whereas other items like molasses, | 
| candy and jellies, the price of) 
| which has mounted much more rap- | 
idly, are mostly ignored. 
| 2—It does not take into account | 
| “the disappearance of cheaper con- | 
| sumption items” from store shelves | 
jand the substitution of higher- | 
| priced lines. 
| 3—It almost completely neglects | 


4—It is based on returns from 
| only 34 of the largest cities, which | 
are not typical of price increases in | 
| crowded war production areas. | 
| Breakdown of the cost of living | 
| figures as contrasted with the BLS} 
figures shows that where the labor | 
report finds a 74.2 increase in food 
costs, the BLS reported only 40.2} 
per cent. In clothing, the labor 
members found a 72.2 per cent 
boost, while the BLS reported only 
33.7 per cent. In house furnishings, 
the labor survey noted a 62 per 
cent increase, but the BLS, ‘only 
27.8 per cent. Rents have gone up 
15 per cent, the labor members as- 
serted, but the BLS reported only 
3 per cent. 

In receiving the labor members’ 
report, Committee Chairman Wil- 
liam H. Davis said he would turn 
it over to the bureau of labor 
statistics for analysis and check.

NOT EFFICIENCY, GREEN TELLS UNION 


AFL President William Green assailed proposals for labor 


conscription as unnecessary and 


unwise in an address at Kansas 


city before the seventeenth consolidated convention of the in- 


ternational brotherhood of boiler makers, 


helpers of America. 


Using the remarkable war?— 


record of the members of this 
union as his text, Mr. Green 
declared that war production is| 


proceeding so well that a na- 
tional service act would only be 
likely to harm instead of help. 
The record breaking exploits 
of the boilermakers in the na- 
tion’s shipyards, their yeoman 

efforts in helping to build 27 

million tons of merchant ship- 

ping and in doubling the size of 
the navy received high praise 
from the AFL chief. 

He also declared that the union’s 
compliance nationally and locally 
with labor’s no-strike pledge “has 
been as close to 100 per cent as is 
humanly possible.” 

After pointing to the record-| 
breaking totals of ship, plane, tank, 
artillery and ammunition produc- 
tion, Mr. Green declared: 

“In the calm and deliberate judg- | 
ment of the American Federation | 
of Labor, labor conscription as con- | 
templated in the proposed national 
service act, would not add a single 
bullet to the nation’s war produc- 
tion totals. 

“On the contrary, we firmly be- 
lieve that the substitution of in- 
voluntary servitude for voluntary 
cooperation might so confuse the 
production program and so upset 
labor morale as to retard produc- 
tion and set back the entire war 
effort. 

“It must be remembered that | 
only last November the represen- 
tative heads of American industry, | 
agriculture and labor joined in a | 
unanimous statement opposing labor 
conscription and insisting upon vol- | 
untary cooperation as the real 
solution of manpower problems. | 
From long experience in the prac- | 
tical operation of the American way 
of life, they come to the inescap-| 
able conclusion that increased regi- 
mentation does not bring about in- 
creased efficiency. On the contrary, 
one of the major factors that will 
eventually help us win this war is 
the incontestable superiority of free

labor. To deprive American work- 
ers of their freedom through a na- 
tional service law would only de- 
prive our country of one of its 
main sources of strength. 


“It is argued by the propon- 
ents of this dangerous legisla- 
tion that it would help prevent 
strikes. That view is not up- 
held by the facts. Great 
Britain has had a national ser- 
vice law since Dunkirk. That 
law has not prevented strikes 
in Britain. In fact, the number 
of strikes in that country during 
the past year has been greater 
than ever before and higher 
proportionately than in Amer- 
ica, 

“Because it will not increase war 
production, because it will not solve 
manpower problems, because it will 
not prevent strikes and because it 
may seriously embarrass the na- 
tion’s war effort, the American 
Federation of Labor will resist with 
all its power the attempt being 
made to enact a national service 
act. 

“We call upon all of our members 
to prove by their éxample that 
such a law is as unnecessary as it 
is unwise. The national and inter- 
national unions affiliated with the 
American Federation of -Labor 
have made a 100 per cent perfect 
record in fulfilling our no-strike 
pledge to the government. We now 
call upon our local unions to match 
that perfect record. At this mo- 
ment, vast military movements are 
in progress and even greater drives 
are in preparation. Millions of 
American boys will be called upon 
to risk their lives in action against 
the enemy. Our soldiers, sailors 
and marines will fight courage- 
ously, unwielding and incessantly. 
The workers of America must work 
in the same spirit. When the lives 
of our sons and brothers and loved 
ones are at stake, when victory in 
this war against hated tyranny 
hangs in the balance, there cannot 
be any justification or excuse for 
any strike or stoppage of work.”

:leighs, received in a recent week by 


PLUMBERS AND GAS 
FITTERS’ NOTES

of great importance to all of us: On 
February 27th, ration tokens will 
come into use to buy ration cur- 
rency, and can be used immediately. 
The only to-| 
kens you will) 
get are those) 
your retailer)

each red and each blue stamp in 
your ration book will be worth ten 
points and it will not be easy for 
you to give your dealer an exact 
number of points as it was when 
you had eight, five, two and one- 
point stamps to use. You will have! 
almost exactly the same number of 
points as you do now, but will use 
fewer stamps during any one ration 
period which will cut down the 
work of the retailer and make your 
ration book last longer. 


At present, three sets of processed 


are worth 48 points and under this 
token system, five blue stamps 
worth ten points each, will have a 
total value of 50 points. This small 
difference of two points can be ad- 
justed by a slight change in the 
point value of processed foods. At 
present, each consumer gets 16 
meat points a week, or 32 points 
every two weeks. Under the token 
system three red stamps, worth 10 
points each, will give him 30 points 
to use during the first two weeks 
of token rationing. In processed 
foods rationing the small difference 
of two points will be adjusted in 
the point value of items rationed 
under the meat order. Consumers 


the same as they use pennies—for 
example, a consumer who buys 
items worth 23 blue points will! 
give the retailer two blue stamps (a 
total of 20 points) and three blue 
tokens (each worth one point). If! 
he has no tokens, then he will give) 
the retailer three blue stamps and 
receive seven tokens in change. 
The tokens are in two colors to} 
match the stamps and the blue 
stamps and blue tokens are for pro- 


tokens are for meats and fats. In} 
other words, you will use two color 
tokens just as you have always 
used two color point stamps—one 
set for processed foods and one} 
set for meats and fats. These | 
tokens will make rationing simpler | 
for everyone—all stamps or point | 
currency will be worth 10 points, 
each and all tokens, both colors, will | 
be worth one point each.

Bull's-Eye Scored 
By AFL Bricklayer 


Private First Class William C. 
Kelly, a member of the AFL brick- 
layers’ union, did not have his 
plumb line and level with him when 
he was stationed at a forward ob- 
servation post on the Italian front 
recently, but the Maryland soldier 
was able to dé some uncannily ac- 
curate sighting for the heavy ar- 
tillery in spotting German mortar 
and machine gun emplacements 
menacing the allied advance, ac- 
cording to reports reaching the war 
department. 

Artillery observation is an exact 
science, in which highly technical 
data is customarily used, and Pri- 
vate Kelly had had no training in 
this field. However, the directions 
he kept telephoning back to his 
command post were so accurate 
that the third round of 105 mm. 
ammunition fired by American ar- 
tillery landed squarely on the 
target. Other shells followed, strik- 
ing the enemy emplacements with 
deadly effect.

vowed it will avenge the deaths and torture suffered by the heroes 


of Bataan and Corregidor. 


President William Green pledged that the men and women of 
the federation would do everything in their power to assist our 
fighting men in exacting full retribution from those responsible. 


He said: 


“The savage cruelty which the Japanese practiced upon our heroic 


soldiers of Bataan and Corregidor brings home to us more clearly 
than ever the true nature of the enemy we are fighting. Members 
of the American Federation of Labor will do their part in seeing 
that these tortures are fully avenged. There will be no let-up in our 
efforts until these bestial murderers are utterly crushed.” 

Facts in the official story were taken from reports made by Com- 
mander Melvyn H. McCoy, United States navy, Indianapolis, Indiana; 
Lieutenant Colonel C. S. Mellnik, coast artillery corps, of Dunmore, 
Pennsylvania, and the late Lieutenant Colonel William E. Dyess, air 
corps, of Albany, Texas, all of whom escaped from the Philippines 
after almost a year as Japanese prisoners. Colonel Dyess was killed 
in a recent plane crash in California while preparing to return to 


fight the Japs. 


OPA HEAD CONFIRMS LABOR'S CLAIM ON 
THE HIDDEN RISE IN THE COST OF LIVING 


Two of labor’s chief complaints about the hidden rise in the 
cost of living which is not formally reflected in the so-called 


“cost of living’ index issued by the bureau of labor statistics, | 
department of labor, have been confirmed by no less an auth- 
ority than Price Administrator Chester Bowles in testifying 
before the Pepper sub-commit-®— | 


tee of the senate education and 
labor committee that cheap 
goods are disappearing from 
the stores and that deteriora- 
tion in quality is widespread. 

These two factors have contrib- 
uted to a rise in the cost of living 
but they are not measured in the 
department of labor’s cost of living 
index. 

Bowles said that many manu- 
facturers of clothing had shifted 
production to higher priced 
goods on which they could 
make bigger profits, despite the 
fact that they were making 
“four or five times” as much 
as they were before the war. 
As a result, low-cost goods are 
vanishing from the market. 


Calling the present situation 
alarming, Administrator Bowles 
placed the blame on the following: 
(1) the congressional ban on grade 
labeling, and (2) the failure of the 
war production board to force the 
manufacturers to continue making 
the lower cost goods. 

Before the war, Bowles testified, 
many clothing manufacturers made 
cheap clothing at cost to absorb 
their overhead charges, but with 


the war boom they began to go into 


the higher cost lines. 

He went on to say: “The lower 
cost goods are practically going out 
of the market and manufacturers 
are going almost entirely into the 
higher cost lines. We don’t have 
the authority to stop them, and the

Atherton—I agree with the latter 
| statement, Mr. Senator. I have not 
had the opportunity that you have 
had. 
| Truman—I hate to hear this great-

failures. On the contrary, Mr. Sen- 
| ator, I say that the production of 
the United States has been a mar- 
vel.

He obtained ratification of the constitu- 
tion by Virginia and played a prominent part in inducing some 


of the other states to accept it. 


As the first president of the new nation, he stood aloof from 
party divisions and sought to unify the states. 
Truly, it can be said that he was “‘the father of his country!”

SCREEN TO CONCEAL HIGH PROFITS = 


The great amount of ballyhoo that has been unleashed about 
high wages has been calculated to serve an even more sinister 
purpose than to keep wages below a subsistence level. That | 
objective has been to conceal from the public the tremendous

FREY BLAMES 25 FEDERAL AGENCIES

Lack of a clear and consistent 
government labor policy is largely 
responsible for wartime strikes, 
John P. Frey, president of the AFL 
metal trades department charged 
in a “labor for victory” broadcast 
over a nation-wide NBC hookup. 


Instead of a national labor policy, 
administered by one central auth- 
ority, Frey said, there have devel- 
oped more than twenty-five federal 
agencies which issue regulations, 


often conflicting and confusing. 

He also charged that because of 
the confusion and delays in de- 
cisions which sometimes drag on 
for a year or more workers be- 
come irritated and break their no- 
strike pledge. 

To remedy the situation, Frey 
called for the centralization of all 
government bureaus and boards 
dealing with labor in the depart- 
ment of labor, which was originally 
set up for that purpose. In no 
other way can a definite national) 
labor policy be established, Frey 
declared. He added: | 

“Strikes and threats of strikes 
during wartime are indefensible. 
They are intolerable. And the 
American people have a right to 
demand that they shall not occur. 

“But there are also other condi- 
tions during wartime equally inde- 
fensible. One of these is profiteer- 
ing; and another, equally indefen-| 
sible and intolerable, is mismanage- 
ment of the labor situation by em- 
ployers and representatives of fed-| 
eral agencies. 

“I would fail in my _ responsi-| 
bility if I did not frankly tell you 
that the morale of our industrial 
workers has been injured — seri- 
ously injured —and that it is now 
vitally necessary that it should be 
restored. Abuse or arbitrary di- 
rectives will not do it. Attempted
